Shippey 
Writes On 
Russia 


IN CHULA VISTA High 
School the other night 1 
heard an illustrated lecture 
by Ray Dinsmore, American 
businessman, on ‘The Face 
of Russia.” He said that a 
year ago he had entered 
Russia by the back door, 
through Afghanistan, had 
gone clear across to Lenin¬ 
grad and then back to 
Moscow. 

There were numerous 
places where he had not 
been allowed to go, but in a 
sojourn of several months 
he had visited many cities, 
big and little, had been al¬ 
lowed to talk freely with 
people on the streets and 
had found them all inter¬ 
ested in America. 

He showed pictures of 
some beautiful buildings, 
stressing the fact that all 
had been built in the days 
of the czars, and also of 
numerous apartment houses 
which also looked impres¬ 
sive, though he said con¬ 
struction was far below 
American standards. 

‘‘But they are so much 
better than what the people 
had known before,” he said, 
‘‘that they seem wonderful 
to them.” 

TO MY MIND, that is the 
hope of the world. You can¬ 
not educate people and then 
keep them from thinking. 

Anyone who has read Tol¬ 
stoy or Pushkin knows that 
not so many years ago the 
Russian people had no 
chance lor education which 
might make them think. 

When a big estate was 
sold the serfs were sold with 
it, just like the other live¬ 
stock. 

The young people shown 
in Dinsmore’s pictures were 
a wholly different genera¬ 
tion. 

There are reports now that 
the desanctification of Stalin 
has shocked a populace long ] 
taught to think of him as a 
demigod. 

Millions must be thinking 
that if their leaders were so 
terribly wrong before they 
may be equally wrong now. 
The love of liberty is innate 
in every heart, even in Rus¬ 
sian and Chinese hearts. 

SOME PERSONS present 
seemed displeased because 
the pictures showed hopeful 
progress in Russia. One 
questioner seemed to think 
it “unAmerican” to show 
progress in a Communist na¬ 
tion, even though nothing 
1 a V o r a ble to Communism 
was said. 

But all of us should real¬ 
ize that the Russian people 
are making progress, and 
the more they learn the 
more chance we have of 
getting them to see the wis¬ 
dom of our better way of 
life. 

I sincerely hope that if our 
schools embark on studies of 
Communism the studies will 
be objective and honest, not 
merely inspired by hate and 
fear. 

NOVEMBER Readers Di¬ 
gest says our underground 
launching pads for giant 
missiles, now being built, 
comprise the greatest struc¬ 
tural project our nation has 
ever undertaken. 

We are spending billions 
of taxes, not to mention pri¬ 
vate funds for shelters, to be 
prepared for dangers we 
hope will never come and 
which should not ever come. 

Yet Russian and American 
athletes, entertainers, chess 
players, musicians and sci¬ 
entists meet one another on 
friendly terms. 

We should be Intelligent 
enough to avert catastrophe 
comparable to a million Bcl- 
Air fires, or even worse. And 
the only way we can do it 
is to know the truth, not 
merely what we should hate, 
in the people we want to 
convince.

A Sierra Madre man, Jo¬ 
seph E. Jenkins, 39, of 50 E.

Arcadia. 

Jenkins, with the Consoli¬ 
dated Electric Dynamics 
Corp. of Pasadena, had been 
showing customers around 
Tuesday night, according to 
Arcadia and Sierra Madre 
police reports, and was on 
his way home when the 
crash occurred. 

Arcadia police who inves¬ 
tigated found it necessary to 
use a crowbar and other in¬ 
struments to extricate the 
body from the automobile 
which was badly smashed.

Closed Fire Area’s 
Boundaries Extended 

An earth shock at 9:36 o’clock, flood precautions, this 
incidental to the aftermath of the recent $2 million, 1,250- 
acre fire, were principal factors occupying Sierra Madre 
City Council’s attention Tuesday night. So lengthy was the 
agenda that part of it had to be put over to an adjourned 
meeting next Tuesday night. 

The earthquake, rocking Council Chamber for a few 
brief seconds, was teamed with advices from the U.S. For¬ 
estry Service to Sierra Madre police to be on the lockout 
for a station wagon bearing an Oregon license and con¬ 
taining two men who were throwing cans containing an 
inflammable liquid and lighted through a rag wick into 
the brush in the San Dimas region. Police have the license 
number. 

Successive forest fires on three consecutive Mondays 
have alerted police and Federal authorities to possible 
arson. 

Concerning flood control following the fire, Leonard S. 
Hollinger, Los Angeles County manager, proposes 16 riew 
fire stations, one of which would be built at Grand View 
and Foothill Blvd., Sierra Madre. 


COUNCIL adopted City 
Administrator Lawrence C. 
Bevington’s suggestion for 
extension of the closed fire 
area. This, too, resulted from 
the Oct. 30 fire and includes 
additional territory to the 
north in the Auburn and 
Mt. Wilson Trail region. 

Incidentally, Mrs. John H. 
(Jean) Maddox of Auburn, 
displayed a closed fire area 
sign charred by blaze as a 
reminder that extension of 
the closed fire area was 
needed. Atty. Noren Eaton 
opposed the extension, con¬ 
tending that it infringes on 
his use of the trail. 

Fire Chief Charles E. 
Brown, reporting on the fire, 
attributed it to a careless

Much has been said in re¬ 
gard to the area back of the 
stores south of W. Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd. This area contains 
the ground belonging to 
Mrs. Keating, John Rasmus¬ 
sen, Dr. Jacobs, Sam Perloff, 
and others. 

At the time the three 
parking lots were being ar¬ 
ranged, Mr. Rasmussen 
made the following offer to 
the City of Sierra Madre: To 
sell to the city one of his 
lots (75 feet by 225 feet) for 
$12,000. If this sale had been 
made, Mr. Rasmussen 
agreed to give to the city a 
lot of like size on which the 
old apartment house build¬ 
ing stands. He further of¬ 
fered to remove all trees, the 
building, and anything else 
necessary to make the lot 
suitable for parking and to 
blacktop same all at his own 
expense. 

Mrs. Keating, owner of the 
hotel property, agreed to 
give the city a permanent 


easement on the vacant lots 
she has adjacent to Mr. Rar- 
mussens’ property, to be 
used in conjunction with the 
other parking lots. The prop¬ 
erty owners to the west 
were also willing to have 
their parking lots combined 
with the aforementioned 
areas which would make 
the whole area back of the 
stores from the First West¬ 
ern Bank to the east side of 
Mrs, Keating’s lots available 
for city parking.
